yet quite through with Klrkhnm nor 
the schoolmaster.

Is still In existence, with thumb marks 
all over It. 
lie also studied natural 
phil Mophy, chemistry, astronomy, etc. 
lie had no regular teacher, but perhaps 
received more assistance from MInter 
Ora ham than from any other person. 
He read with avidity uI] the n ew sp a­ 
pers that cam e to N ew Salem, cbielty 
the S ngamon Journal, the Missouri 
Republican and the Louisville Journal.

'To the choice collection of miscella­ 
neous ballads acquired in Indiana he 
now added several new favorites, like 
“Old Sukey Blue Skin,” and som e selec­ 
tions from the ‘ Missouri Harm ony,” 
with variations by himself. 
He was 
also singularly fond of an Irish song 
“which tells how St. Patrick cam e to 
be born on the 17th day of March.”

“ He also ust*d to assist m e in the 
store,” says this new friend, “on busy 
days, but be alw ays di-dik(*d to wait 
on the ladies. 
He preferred trading 
with the men ami boys, as be used to 
say. 
I also remember that he used to 
sleep in the store, on the counter, when 
they had too much company at the 
tavern. 
“I well reinember how he w as dress­ 
ed. He wore flax and tow linen panta­ 
loons -I thought about five inches too 
short in the legs 
and frequently he had 
i but one suspender; 110 vt*xt or coat. He 
J wore a calico shirt, such as he had in 
1 the Black Hawk war; coarse brogans, 
tan color; blue yarn socks and straw 
hat, old style and without a band. 
“Mr. Lincoln w as in those d ays a 
very shy man of ladies. 
On one occa­ 
sion while w e boarded at this tavern 
then* came a family, consisting of an 
ola lady and her son and three stylish 
daughters, from the state of Virginia 
and stopped there for tw o or three 
weeks, and during their stay I do not 
remember of Mr. Lincoln ever eating 
at the sam e table when they did.

then thought it was on account of his 
awkward appearance and his weuring 
apparel.”

Before the appeal bond was taken 
to the county jail Attorneys Maher 
and 
Comerford 
presented

to the 
court and again asked for an appeal 
“Under the circum stances I don’t 
think you have any right to appeal,’* 
said Judge Landis 
“ Any citizen has a right to appeal,” 
said Attorney Maher. 
“In view of the tact that this matter 
was delayed until within an hour of 
the execution, I don’t think so.” re 
plied the court. 
The attorneys again urged him to 
grant the appeal and the court direct­ 
ed them to preparo their record and 
bring it in. 
Attorney Comerford then 
started for the jail, which he reached 
Just as the reading was over and the 
death march com m enced. 
He asked! 
that proceedings be further delayed 
but this was denied by Deputy Sheriff 
Peters after his talk with Judge Lan ■ 
dls. 
W hile the execution of Hoch was 
In progress Attorney Maher was still 
m aking 
desperate efforts 
to Indue* 
Judge Landis to sign an appeal and 
grant Hoch a supersedeas until hi> 
application for a writ of habeas cor 
pus could be tested by the suprerm ; 
court. 
At a few m om ents after 1 o’clock 
Judge Landis left his chamber« on hie 
way to lunch.

a Farmer»’ Strike. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 24.—A call for a 
farm ers’ strike, national in scope, was 
issued here last night by J. A. Everett, 
president of the “American Society of 
Equity.” 
It Is the first thing of the 
kind attempted in this country, and 
the object is to tie up the farm pro­ 
ducts until the farmers can get their 
own prices for them, 
“Dollar wheat” Is to be the real slo­ 
gan of the movement, which w as orig­ 
inated over two years ago by Everett 
when he started the “American S o­ 
ciety of Equity.” 
From the tim e he 
inaugurated the movem ent he sought 
to instil] in the minds of the farmers 
that they could control the market by 
refusing to market their wheat and 
other products until they could get 
their own prices. 
The “Society of Equity” is In reality 
a union of farmers formed for the pur­ 
pose of governing prices of thalr pro­ 
ducts just as the miners and other la­ 
borers have organized to fix th e prices 
for their work. 
But little attention 
has been paid to the society here, and 
it was not known until last night that 
It now has over 200,000 member», rep­ 
resenting practically every locality In 
the country, and that the m em bership 
Is growing by leaps and bounds
